Alumni  Luncheon  and  Graduation   Exercises 
Make  Up  Streamlined  Commencement  Day 

THE  attendance  at  the  two  prin- 
cipal events  comprising  the  1942 
spring  commencement  program  on 
Sunday,  May  31,  was  highly  gratify-

ing  and  much  Beyond  expectations. 
Two  hundred  thirteen  guests  were 
served  at  the  annual  alumni  lunch- 
eon, while  the  Alumni  Memorial  Au- 
ditorium was  packed  to  overflowing 
for  the  graduation  exercises. 

In  the  Auditorium,  Dr.  Phillip  C. 
Nash,  president  of  Toledo  Universi- 
ty, addressed  a  gravely-attentive  war- 
time class  of  441  members  who  re- 
ceived their  degrees  and  diploma:  at 
the  hands  of  Ohio's  president.  Dr.  H 
G.  James,  assisted  by  the  deans  of 
the  various  colleges.  Commissions  as 
second  lieutenants  in  the  Uniied 
States  Army  Reserves  were  prescn'xd 
to  20  young  men  who  had  ccmple::;d 
the  advanced  course  of  the  R  O.T.C. 

The  luncheon,  held  at  L'ndley 
Hall  and  served  by  the  dormitory 
staff,  preceded  the  academic  pi'oces- 
sion  and  the  formal  commcnccnent 
exercises. 

Noble  C.  Shilt,  '21,  "Washington, 
D.  C,  president  of  the  Ohio  Un'ver- 
sity  Alumni  Association,  presided 
over  the  luncheon  program.  After 
a  word  of  welcome  to  members  of 
the  special  class  reunion  groups  and 
to     the    guests    generally,    President 


Shilt  presented  Mariana  E.  Bmg,  '28, 
a  voice  instructor  in  the  Jameson 
Conservatory  of  William  Woods 
College,  Fulton,  Missouri,  who  was 
heard  in  three  soprano  solos.  Miss 
Bing  was  accompanied  by  William 
R.  Longstreet,  '23. 

The  classes  holding  reunions  this 
year  were  the  Classes^of  1897,  1902, 
1912,  1917,  1922,  and  1927,  which 
celebrated,  respectively,  their  50th, 
40th,  30th,  25th,  20th,  and  15th  an- 
niversaries. Members  of  the  Fifty- 
Year  Class  were  seated  at  the  speak- 
ers table  and  were  presented  individ- 
ually by  Mr.  Shilt. 

President  James  expressed  the  ap- 
preciation of  the  un'versity  admin's- 
tration  in  the  loyal  interest  of  the 
.ilumni  as  shown  by  their  attendance 
under  the  unfavorable  conditions  of 
a  war  emergency  period. 

Israel  M.  Foster,  '95,  Washington, 
D.  C,  former  congressman  and  com- 
missioner of  the  United  States  Court 
of  Claims,  was  the  principal  speaker 
of  the  occasion.  Mr.  Foster  chose 
as  a  subject  and,  as  he  said,  a  point 
of  departure  for  his  remarks,  "Twen- 
ty-five Years  in  Washington."  The 
informal  address  was  brimful  of  an- 
ecdotes and  reminiscences.  The  speak- 
er concluded  with  a  tribute  to  his 
alma  mater  and  to  the  type  of  early- 
day  students  and  teachers  who  laid 
the  foundations  for  the  school's  long 
and  fruitful  existence. 

The  association's  annual  award  of 
certificates  of  merit  or  recog- 
nition was  made  by  Alumni 
Secretary  Williams.  The  prac- 
tice of  honoring  each  year 
some  of  the  "alumni  who  have 
achieved  distinction  in  their 
various  fields  of  endeavor,  or 
who  have  demonstrated  a 
loyal  and  active  interest  in 
their  alma  mater"  was  in- 
augurated two  years  ago.  The 
recognitions  take  the  form  of 
diploma  -  like  testimonials 
which,  for  lack  of  a  better 
name,  are  called  "Certificates 
of  Merit."  The  selections  arc 
made  by  a  committee  com- 
posed of  the  officers  and  exec- 
utive committeemen  of  the 
alumni   association. 

The    1942   certificates  were 


awarded  to  the  following  persons:

Four  of  the  seven  men  honored 
were  present  in  person  to  receive  the 
acclaim  of  their  fellow  alumni.  They 
were  Judge  Reed,  Dean  Atkinson, 
Mr.  Dickerson,  and  Mr.  Plummer. 
Two  others.  Dr.  Ullom  and  Lieut. 
Cole  were  represented  by  members 
of  their  families;  the  former  by  Mrs. 
David  H.  Thomas  (Mary  Ullom, 
"96)  and  Mrs.  H.  G.  Stalder  (Mar- 
garet Ullom,  '06x) ,  both  sisters,  and 
the  latter  by  Miss  Martha  E.  Cole, 
'30,  and  Pvt.  Fred  Cole,  sister  and 
brother.  A  further  statement  con- 
cerning Lieut.  Cole  will  be  found  on 
Page  6.  Dr.  Stine,  one  of  the  fore- 
most statisticians  in  the  United  States 
Department  of  Agriculture,  was  un- 
able to  come  back  to  the  campus  be 
cause  of  duties  of  his  office.

Class  of   1912  Reunion  Group 
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Ohio  University  Men  Make  Contributions 
To  Uncle  Sam^s  Wide-Spread  War  Efforts 


LIEUT.  WiUuim  Byron  Exclhy, 
Jr.,  '40,  Cleveland,  was  killed 
May  28  in  the  crash  of  an  army  pur- 
suit plane  on  the  edge  of  Wright 
Field  at  Dayton.  When  his  plane 
developed   en;:;nie   trouble   shortly   af-

tec  he  took  off,  he  turned  and  at- 
tempted a  landing  on  the  airfield  but 
the  ship  dived  out  of  control  and 
crashed.  Lieut.  Exelby  received  his 
"Wings"  at  Kelly  Field,  Texas,  in 
January,  and  since  that  time  had 
been  a  test  pilot  at  Wright  Field. 

As  reported  in  a  last  minute  bulle- 
tin in  the  May  issue  of  The  Ohio 
Alumnus,  Lieut.  John  Patterson 
Burns,  '40x,  East  Akron,  was  killed 
in  action  somewhere  in  the  Philip- 
pines on  April  13.  Lieut.  Burns  re- 
ceived his  pilot  training  at  Randolph 
Field,  Texas,  and  arrived  at  Nichols 
Field,  Manilla,  three  days  before  last 
Christmas.  Later  he  was  sent  to 
Cebu  Island  where  he  was  stationed 
when  the  War  Department  reported 
his  death. 

Lieut.  Lloyd  Thomas,  '.^5,  Circle 
Hill,  a  bomber  pilot  in  the  Navy  Air 
Corps  who  has  seen  much  service 
both  at  home  and  abroad,  was  re- 
ported by  the  Navy  Department  on 
June  18  to  he  "missing  in  action." 
He  had  seen  action  in  Hawaii,  and 
in  a  letter  to  his  parents  under  date 


of  May  2S  he  reported  that  he  wa.s 
attached  to  an  aircraft  carrier  on 
duty  in  the  Pacific.  He  may  have 
participated  in  the  Midway  engage- 
ment. 

Lieut.  Ralph  R.  Peniek,  WJ,  Heb- 
ron, of  the  4th  Marines,  a  regiment 
which  served  in  Shanghai,  China, 
and  participated  in  the  Army's  last- 
ditch  stand  on  Bataan  and  Corregi- 
dor,  was  awarded  the  Silver  Star,  for 
gallantry  under  iire,  by  Lieut.  Gen. 
Jonathan  M.  Wainwright  shcjrtly  be- 
fore the  fall  of  Corregidor.  On  May 
15,  however,  Lieut.  Penick's  parents 
received  word  from  marine  corps 
headquarters     in     Washington     that

their  son  was  "missing  in  action  in 
the  performance  of  his  duty  at  Ma- 
nilla Bay."  Until  the  Japs  release 
the  names  of  the  American  prison- 
ers, it  will  not  be  known  whether  the 
young  marine  officer  is  a  prisoner  of 
war  or  one  of  the  war's  casualties. 

The  last  communication  received 
from  Lieut.  William  T.  Johnston. 
'.i9,  Cleveland,  by  his  parents  was 
written  from  the  jungles  of  Bataan 
and  dated  February  8.  At  that  time 
he  was  attached  to  the  bombardment 
group  of  an  army  air  squadron. 

Another  Ohioan  last  heard  from  in 
February,  is  Sgt.  James  Wylie,  '.^7, 
Middleport.      His   "closest    kin"   has 


been  nolified  by  the  Government  that 
Sgt.  Wylie's  fate  is  unknown.  He 
was  stationed  at  Fort  McKinley  on 
Luzon  Island  when  reported  missing. 

The  Navy  Air  Corps  rejected 
Richard  G.  Vaughn,  '41  (sec  picture 
on  page  9),  Glouster,  because  the 
middle  finger  on  his  left  hand  was 
inarticulate  at  the  second  joint — so 
he  had  the  finger  amputated.  One 
month  later,  having  passed  all  phy- 
sical and  mental  examinations  at  a 
Detroit  naval  station,  Vaughn  was 
accepted  for  service.  In  the  picture, 
the  determined  young  man  is  shown 
exhibiting  his  bandaged  hand  to  J. 
Warren  McClure,  '40,  Athens,  in 
naval  service  and  attached  to  the 
Athens  recruiting  sub-station. 

Miraculously  escaping  injury, 
William  O.  Rowland,  Athens,  Ohio 
University  junior  at  the  time  of 
leaving  the  campus,  was  the  only  one 
of  four  persons  not  killed  in  a  mid- 
air collision  of  two  training  planes  at 
Lcc  Field,  near  Jacksonville,  Fla.,  re- 
cently. Rowland,  a  cadet  in  train- 
mg,  parachuted  to  the  ground.  Two 
thght  instructors  and  another  cadet 
lo.st  their  lives. 

Ensign  Homer  "Red"  Schild,  '41, 
Monroeville,  U.S.  Naval  Air  Corps, 
disclosed  his  whereabouts  when,  on 
Fathers'  Day,  he  talked  to  his  dad  by 
telephone  from  Honolulu.

The  pic- 
ture was  taken  at  the  former's  home 
shortly  before  he  left  the  United 
States  for  foreign  service. 

It  has  been  reported  in  press  dis- 
patches that  Lieut.  Cole  served  as 
personal  pilot  to  General  Doolittle, 
leader-commander  of  the  squadron  of 
American  bombers  that  paid  the  sur- 
prise visit  to  Japan  this  spring.  The 
citation  which  accompanied  the  "Cer- 
tificate of  Merit"  (see  story  on  Page 
2)  awarded  to  Lieut.  Cole  on  May 
31,  read  as  follows: 

Lieut  Cole's  parental  home  is  m 
Dayton,  but  his  present  address  is  a 
closely  guarded  military  secret.  He 
is  a  first  lieutenant  and  a  bomber 
pilot  in  the  United  States  Army  Air 
Corps.  He  attended  Ohio  Univer- 
sity for  3!/2  years  prior  to  entering 
a  private  flying  school.  Later  he  at- 
tended the  Army  Flying  School  at 
Kelly  Field,  Texas,  from  which  he 
was  graduated  July  11,  1941.  In  this 
country  he  engaged  in  bomber  ferry- 
ing, in  coastal  patrol  duty,  and  in 
special  maneuvers.  On  an  unknown 
date  he  was  transferred  to  an  un- 
known post — perhaps  Shangri-La — 
from  which  on  April  18,  1942,  he 
participated  in  the  history-making 
raid  on  Tokyo,  serving  as  personal 
pilot  to  Brig.  Gen.  James  H.  Doolit- 
tle. For  a  volunteer  service,  above 
and  beyond  the  call  of  duty,  this  in-

treptd  Ohioan  has  been  awarded  the 
Distinguished  Service  Cross  of  the 
United  States  Army.  To  the  nation 
he  is  a  military  hero.  "To  me,"  said 
his  mother  to  newspaper  men  who 
interviewed  her,  "he's  just  a  good 
boy." 

Dean  Gamertsfelder  Head  of  Arts 
College  and  the  Graduate  College 

Continuing  a  series  of  cover  page 
pictures  and  sketches  of  Ohio  Uni- 
versity deans  we  present  this  month 
Dr.  Walter  Sylvester  Gamertsfelder, 
dean  of  the  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences  and  dean  of  the  Graduate 
College. 

Dean  Gamertsfelder  was  born  at 
Warsaw,  Ohio,  and  attended  North 
Central  College,  Naperville,  111., 
from  which  he  graduated  with  an  A. 
B.  degree  in  1910.  Two  years  later 
he  received  a  Bachelor  of  Divinity 
degree  at  the  Evangelical  Theological 
Seminary  in  Naperville.  His  Ph.D. 
degree  was  received  from  Ohio  State 
University  in  1920. 

For  two  years,  1918-20,  Dean 
Gamertsfelder  was  professor  of  phil- 
osophy and  psychology  at  Hobart 
College,  Geneva,  N.  Y.  In  the  lat- 
ter year  he  came  to  the  Ohio  Uni- 
versity campus  as  assistant  professor 
of  philosophy.  In  1921,  he  assumed 
a  full  professorship  of  philosophy 
and  ethics.  He  was  appointed  to  the 
deanships  in  1936,  succeeding  Dean 
E.  W.  Chubb  as  head  of  the  College 
of  Arts  and  Sciences.  The  Graduate 
College  was  created  in  that  year. 

Dean  Gamertsfelder  is  a  member 
of  the  American  Philosophy  Associa- 
tion, the  British  Institute  of  Philos- 
ophy, and  the  American  Association 
of  University  Professors.  He  is  a 
frequent  contributor  to  "journals" 
and  IS  the  author  of  three  books. 

The  Ohio  administrator  married 
Miss  Pearl  May  Hehn,  of  Marion, 
Kans.,  in  1912.  Their  children  are 
Mrs.  John  R.  Whiting  (Helen 
Louise  Gamertsfelder.  "38),  Robert, 
and  Don.

Four  Class  of  '92  Members  Present 
For  Fiftieth  Anniversary  Reunion 

A  reception  and  tea  at  Ziba's 
House,  the  beautiful  country  home 
of  Dr.  Anna  Pearl  McVay,  '92,  near 
Hebbardsville,  six  miles  from  Athens, 
was  planned  particularly  for  mem- 
bers of  the  Class  of  1892,  but  in- 
cluded among  the  guests  were  many 
graduates  and  former  students  in 
classes  of  the  80's  and  90's,  as  well 
as  representatives  of  more  recent 
groups. 

Four  of  the  seven  living  members 
of  the  fifty-year  class,  numbering  18 
originally,  were  present  for  the  gold- 
en anniversary  reunion.  Those  pres- 
ent, besides  Miss  McVay,  were 
George  P.  Ginn,  Ashland,  Ky.;  Mor- 
ris A.  Henson,  Jackson;  and  John  E. 
Snow,  Athens.  Absent  were  Shep- 
herd S.  Humphrey,  Eden,  Idaho; 
Charles  R.  Snider,  Zenith,  Wash.; 
and  Charles  E.  Westervelt,  Colum- 
bus. 

Assisting  Miss  McVay  in  the  re- 
ception of  her  guests  were  two  of 
her  sisters,  Mrs.  Lizzie  McVay  Gill- 
ilan,  '86,  and  Mrs.  Gladys  McVay 
Skinner,  '89. 

Since  some  of  those  present  had 
not  met  for  a  full  half  century  or 
more,  the  occasion  was  one  for  much 
reminiscing. 

The  Class  of  1892  was  the  largest 
to  have  graduated  at  that  time.  The 
class  colors,  green  and  white,  were 
adopted  by  the  university  as  the  of- 
ficial school  colors.  The  Athena,  Class 
of  1892  yearbook,  was  the  first  Ohio 
University  "annual."

SOMEWHAT  exceeding  cxpcci.i 
tions,  the  enrollment  for  the  sum- 
mer semester  has  reached  a  total  ol 
1275  students.  The  current  semester 
is  the  first  period  of  the  new,  stream- 
lined school  year.  It  opened  on  June 
S  and  will  close  on  Septcmhcr  26. 
For  the  convenience  of  teachers  and 
others  in  seeking  the  advantages  ot 
the  accelerated  program,  the  summer 
semester  is  divided  into  two  eight- 
week  terms;  the  first  beginning  on 
June  8  and  ending  on  August  1,  and 
the  second  openuig  on  August  3  and 
closing  on  September  26.  Of  the 
students  currently  enrolled,  617  arc 
men  and  6')S  are  women.  The  en 
rollment  for  the  1941  summer  ses- 
sion was  1033,  of  whom  3'i()  were 
men  and  683,  women. 

THE  first  step  m  the  process  of 
restoring  Cutler  Hall  and  the 
two  "Wings"  to  their  original  ap 
pearanee  is  under  way  at  the  present 
time.  Sand  blasters  are  engaged  m 
removing  the  accumulated  coats  of 
fray  paint  from  the  exterior  walls  of 
East  Wing  (Wilson  Hall)  and  West 
Wing  (McGuffey  Hall).  When  the 
paint  has  been  removed  and  the  mor- 
tar joints  "pointed"  up,  the  exposed 
surfaces  of  the  old,  hand-made  bricks 
will  be  treated  with  a  preservative  to 
prevent  weathering.  Nothing  will  be 
done  to  Cutler  Hall  at  this  time, 
since  efforts  are  being  made  to  secure 
funds  for  a  complete  rehabilitation 
of  the  structure  which  will  include 
the  strengthening  of  foundation  foot- 
ers and  the  buttressing  of  interior 
walls  with  steel  columns. 

AN  "excellent"  rating  was  award 
ed  to  Ohio  University's  ROTC 
regiment  as  a  result  of  the  annual 
federal  inspection  conducted  May  25, 
26,  and  27.  This  is  the  sixth  con- 
secutive year  that  the  Ohio  Univer- 
sity ROTC  unit  has  received  the 
highest  possible  rating.  Cadet  mem- 
bers of  the  units  which  are  accorded 
the  "excellent"  rating  are  entitled  to 
wear  a  blue  star  on  their  uniforms.

OHIO  University  students  may 
now  enlist  in  either  the  Army 
or  the  Navy,  under  special  classifica- 
tions devised  for  students,  with  reas- 
onable assurance  of  an  oppfirtunity 
to  remain  in  school  until  they  com' 
plete  degree  courses.  The  Army  has 
just  announced  an  "Enlisted  Reserve 
Corps  Plan"  under  which  students  in 
good  standing  at  the  University  may 
enlist  in  the  reserve  corps,  and,  as 
long  as  they  maintain  a  satisfactory 
scholastic  status,  be  deferred  from 
active  duty.  The  War  Department 
reserves  the  right  to  conduct  an  ex- 
amination to  determine  whether  or 
not  a  student  is  maintaining  such  a 
record.  If  the  report  is  unfavorable 
the  student  becomes  subject  to  call 
for  active  army  duty.  Upon  grad- 
uation students  in  the  Enlisted  Re- 
serve Corps  will  be  sent  to  an  of- 
ficers' training  camp  for  that  branch 
of  the  service  for  which  their  educa- 
tion has  best  fitted  them.  Somewhat 
similarly,  a  freshman  or  sophomore 
may  enlist  in  the  Navy's  V-1  pro- 
gram and  will  be  assured  of  remain- 
ing in  college  for  two  years.  At  the 
end  of  that  time  he  is  eligible  to  ap- 
ply for  the  V-*)  or  the  V-7  program. 
The  V-^  enlistees  will  be  immediate- 
ly sent  to  a  flight  training  field  for 
aviation  instruction.  The  V-7  pro- 
gram enables  a  student  to  complete 
four  years  of  college  and  get  his  de- 
gree. The  V-7  program  is  for  the 
training  of  Navy  deck  officers. 

THE  Civil  Pilot  Training  Program 
formerly  conducted  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Ad- 
ministration has  now  been  taken  over 
by  the  Army  and  Navy  with  full- 
time,  rather  than  part-time,  partici- 
pation required  of  all  persons  en- 
rolled. Ground  school  instruction 
will,  as  in  the  past,  be  given  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Ohio  University  faculty. 
The  training  is  open  to  high  school 
graduates  of  from  18  to  36  years  of 
age.  All  men  enrolling  for  the  train- 
ing will  first  enlist  either  in  the  Army 
or  the  Navy  reserve  force.  Upon 
completion  of  preliminary  flight 
training  and  ground  school  course, 
requiring  eight  weeks,  they  will  go 
directly  to  the  army  or  mxy  for 
further  training.

Fred  S.  Wheaton,  '12,  and  Mrs.
